Cincinnati, Ohio. — The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals lias 
reversed the decision of Judge Wing 
of the District Court at Cleveland in 
the case of Hung Chang, arrested af¬ 
ter he admitted lie was Horn in China 
and was without the proper certificate 
to come to the United States.

It is claim- 
eel by the advocates of inter-waterway 
enterprises—anel they present strong 
arguments—that canals are well worth 
their cost in protecting the public 
against extorttonute freight rate-s. At 
any rate the country is likely to wit¬ 
ness In the near future a rpmarkubie 
renaissance of canal building and canal 
traffic.

FRUIT IS PACKED IN PEAT 

French Compuny In Mexico Solves u 
Most Difficult Problem. 

What is considered a highly impor¬ 
tant discovery has just been made in 
the matter of the shipment of fruits. 
It is believed that a solution has final¬ 
ly been found of the problem of trans¬ 
porting delicate tropical fruits long 
distances. 

The experiments have been made by 
a French company, under tbe auspices 
of the French government. The ship¬ 
ments have been made from Guiana 
and the island of Guadeloupe, in tlie 
Lesser Antilles, to France, and the 
outcome is declared most satisfac¬ 
tory. 

The success of tbe new system 
means much for Mexico, ns It would 
i blaze a way for a new branch of in¬ 
dustry that must be a source of great 
riches to tbe country. 

The secret of the new process is the 
envelopment of tbe frnlt in a particu¬ 
lar kind of petit or turf, that, namely, 
which is known as yellow Dutch peat. 
Pineapples, bananas, mangoes, sapo- 
tas aud other delicate fruits have been 
taken when in perfectly ripe condi¬ 
tion, enveloped in the fibrous sub¬ 
stance, and. after several weeks spent 
, tn transportation, have arrived at 
! their destination in a perfectly fresh 
and sound condition. 

Peat, as is known, is vegetable mat¬ 
ter more or less decomposed, which 
passes by Insensible degrees into lig¬ 
nite. The less perfectly decomposed 
peat is generally of a brown color, 
that which Is perfectly decomposed Is 
often black. Now, moist peat, it has 
for some time been known, possesses 
a decided and powerful antiseptic 
property. This Is ascribed to the pres¬ 
ence of gallic acid and tannin. It is 
manifested not only in the perfect 
preservation of ancient trees and of 
leaves, fruits and the Ilka, but some¬ 
times even of animal i>odlea. Thus In

WORK PROMPTLY KXROUTED 


A BAD ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance passed by the Board 
of Supervisors for the purpose of lim¬ 
iting the number of saloons in Sau 
Mateo county is utterly wrong in 
principle and indefensible on any 
grounds whatever. 

It was not proposed by those who 
are opposed to the liquor traffic. Up¬ 
on the contrary, it was prepared, in¬ 
troduced by and passed at the in¬ 
stance of a combination of the saloon¬ 
keepers of this county. The only 
effect of the restrictive feature of the 
u: finance is to give present holders 
of liquor licenses a monopoly of the 
business; in other words, to create a 
saloon trust within San Maeto county. 
It true that saloons have multiplied 
Tcry rapidly, especially iu the north 
end of the county, during the past 
twelve months. The multiplication 
oi saloons is due to the comparatively 
small sum required to pay for a li¬ 
cense. If it is a good thing to stop 
the increase in the number of saloons 
what is the obvious and only true 
remedy? Of course, as any one can 
see, it is to increase the rate for the 
license. Such increase will not only 
check the increase in the number of 
saloons, but it will also bring a larger 
revenue into the County Treasury 
from this source. It will also have a 
tendency at least to raise the saloon 
in the scale of orderly places. It. is a 
step towards high license which is a 
step in the right direction. Further¬ 
more, the reform proposed is impar¬ 
tial. It favors no one, nor any set or 
clique. The recent ordinance does 
favor the present holders of liquor 
licenses. 

Another utterly vicious feature of 
the recently enacted ordinance is the 
repeal of the old provision requiring 
all saloons to close at 11 o’clock p. m. 
If saloons close at 11 p. m. there is 
some chance for those who patronize 
them to lie sober enough next morn¬ 
ing to attend to work or business; 
but if they are to be run wide open 
day and night, there is no check up¬ 
on their malign influence and the 
min they will work to the family, so¬ 
ciety and the state. This matter 
seems so plain that we do not see how 
any good citizen can hesitate to speak 
out and ask for the repeal of the new 
ordinance. We trust the press of the 
eounty will speak and iu no uncertain 
terms upon the subject.

HUNDREDS OF GUNS WANTED. 


Abundant Supply of Ammunition For 
Target Practice Also Needed. 


Washington.— The annual report of 
the board of ordnance aud fortifica¬ 
tions, headed by Major-General Gil¬ 
lespie, shows that only seven 12-inch 
guns out of a total of 100 guns con¬ 
tracted for in 1001 remain to be com¬ 
pleted, and the last of these will be 
in place by August of next year. 

The board renews its recommenda¬ 
tion of last year for the immediate 
procurement of medium caliber rapid- 
fire guns for coast defense to the ex¬ 
tent of 200 semi automatic, high ve¬ 
locity, 6-pound guns on pedestal 
mounts, 200 semi-automatic guns of a 
caliber large enough to tire shrapnel, 
mounted on field carriages, and 200 
automatic machine guns of :10 caliber. 
The board also wants a reserve supply 
of ammunition of at least 100 rounds 
for the large guns and mortars and 
250 rounds for rapid-tire guns, as 
without a sufficient supply of ammu¬ 
nition the coast defense armament is 
useless. An abundant supply of am¬ 
munition for target practice is also 
requested, and other measures are 
recommended looking to the install¬ 
ing of range tinders, searchlights, tel¬ 
ephone lines and other necessities of 
a modern coast-defense system. The 
board submits an estimate of 850,000 
to carry on its work next year, which 
is only one half the present allowance.

“Germany is before everything a 
military nation,” says George Andrew, 
a Scottish school Inspector, iu a report 
on the educational system of Berlin 
and Charlottonlmrg, according to the 
Loudon Mail. “In the boys' schools the 
infants are taught by men aud not by 
women.
